(Previously Presented) A complex image processing apparatus 
capable of operating as a facsimile apparatus, comprising; 

image reading means for reading image information of a document; 

Image communicating means for transmitting the image information read by the 
image reading means and receiving image information; 

image forming means for recording the image information received by the image 
communicating means on a recording medium; 

mode switching means for carrying out switching among facsimile mode and 
others modes each involving recording image information on a recording medium, 

the complex image processing apparatus being used in the facsimile mode, as a 
facsimile apparatus in which a memory reception function can be specified, and in the 
other modes, as other kinds of apparatuses; 

a memory for facsimile available only in the facsimile mode; 

a memory for other modes available in the other modes; and 

memory control means for performing control in the facsimile mode such that 
image information stored in the memory for facsimile is transferred to either or both of 
the memories for the other modes in the case where predetermined conditions are 
satisfied.

wherein the complex image processing appa ratus is a stand-alone comply 
image processing apparatus, and 

the predetermined conditions are that the memory reception function is specified 
in the facsimile mode and a remaining capacity of the memory for facsimile after 
beginning of memory reception, available in the memory reception function, comes to a 
predetermined capacity. 

4. (Original) The complex image processing apparatus of claim 3, 
wherein the predetermined capacity is set to a capacity for use in storing a largest 
volume of image information among per communication reception volumes of image 
information in a reception history of the facsimile mode. 

5. (Original) The complex image processing apparatus of claim 1 , 
wherein the memory control means performs control such that image information 
transferred to the memories for the other modes is rearranged according to 
predetermined criteria. 

6. (Currently Amended) The £ complex image processing apparatus of 
daim 5. wha rc iin capable of operating as a fac s imile apparatus, comprising: 

image reading means for reading image information of a document: 

imaoe communicating means for transmitting the image information read bv the 
image reading means and receiving image information;

mode switching means for carrying out switching among facsimile mode and 
others modes each involving recording image information on a record ing medium.

facsimile apparatus in which ^ memory rec e ption function can be specified, grid in the 
other modes- as other kinds of apparatuses: 

a mamnrv for facsimile availab le only in the facsimile mode; 
a memory for other modes av ailahle in the other modes; and 
memory control msans for pe rf orming control in the facsimile mode such that 
jrnaoe information stored In the memo r y for facsimile is transferred to either or hottl of 
the memories for the other modes In the case wh ere predetermined conditions are 
satisfied. 

wherein the memory control means performs con trol such that image Information 
transferred to the memories for the other mo des is rearranged according to 
predetermined criteria, and 

the memory control means performs control such that the rearranged image 
information is sequentially transferred in the order of decreasing data sizes insofar as 
the rearranged image information can be stored in the memories for the other modes. 

7. (Original) The complex Image processing apparatus of claim 1. 
wherein the memory control means makes a data format of image information 
transferred to the memories for the other modes, identical to a data format of image 
information stored in the memory for facsimile. 

8. (Original) The complex image processing apparatus of claim 1, 
wherein In the case where received image information is stored in the memory for 
facsimile and in either or both of the memories for the other modes, the memory control 
means performs control such that the image forming means records image information 
stored in the memories for the other modes, on a recording medium prior to recording 
the image information stored in the memory for facsimile on a recording medium. 

9. (Original) The complex image processing apparatus of claim 1 , 
wherein in the case where received image information is stored in the memory for 
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facsimile and in either or both of the memories for the other modes, the memory control 
means performs control such that the image forming means records image information 
stored in the memory for facsimile on a recording medium, prior to recording the image 
information stored in the memories for the other modes on a recording medium. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The A complex image processing apparatus of 

gg pable of operating as a facsimile ap paratus, comprising; 

ima ge reading means for reading imag e information of a document; 

ima ge communicating means for transmitti ng the image information read by the 
image reading means and receiv ing image information;

communicating means on a rec ordino medium; 

mode switching means for carrying out s witching among facsimile mode and 
others modes each Involving recording image informa tion on a recording medium. 

the complex image processing apparatus being used in the facsimile mode, as a 
facsimile apparatus in which a memory reception functio n can be specified, and in the 
other modes, as other kinds of apparatuses; 

a memory for facsimile available only i n the facsimile mode; 

a memory for other modes available In the other modes: and 

memory control means for performing control in the facsimile mode such that 
Image information stored in the memory for fac simile is transferred to either or both of 
the memories for the other modes in the case where predetermined con ditions are 
satisfied . 

wherein in the case where received image information is stored in the memory 
for facsimile and in either or both of the memories for the other modes, the memory 
control means performs control such that the image forming means records the image 
information on a recording medium in the order of decreasing data sizes starting with a 
piece of image information having a largest data size. 
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1 1 . (Previously Presented) The complex image processing apparatus of 
claim 1 , wherein the complex image processing apparatus is a stand-alone complex 
image processing apparatus. 
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
